Fear, anxiety and turmoil were all the fam¬ 
ily of Janina Ivanov could feel over the 
weekend. 

Their prayers were answered yesterday 
though, when RCMP called to let them 
know the 62-year-old woman was found 
safe after going missing Friday evening. 

“It’s happy news,” said Jeff Urkevich, 
Ivanov’s son-in-law. 

Ivanov was at Urkevich’s Summerwood 
area home in Sherwood Park Friday 
evening enjo 5 dng a family dinner. She left 
at about 7:30 p.m. for her home in the Bev¬ 
erly area of Edmonton and was told to call 
when she arrived there. 

The call never came. 

She was found in her vehicle on a 
remote rural road near Joseph Lake 
Centennial Park in Leduc County just be¬ 
fore 9:30 a.m. yesterday by a worker 
checking well sites. 

“She ended up in a remote area and ap¬ 
parently got stuck,” said Urkevich. “And

Ivanov was treated for frostbite and oth¬ 
er injuries from being exposed to cold 
temperatures, which dipped as low as 
-30 C with the wind chill both Friday and 
Saturday nights. 

RCMP thanked the media and the pub¬ 
lic for their assistance during the search.

Two Calgaiy-area brothers 
were killed in a Kananaskis 
Countiy avalanche over the 
weekend. 

Mark and Rob Glaser 
were caught in a slide Sat¬ 
urday afternoon in the 
Burstall Pass area of Peter 
Lougheed Provincial Park. 

Brother Ed Glaser said 
the two had planned to stay 
on “safe slopes” that day 
and left their locator 
beacons in their vehicles. 
He said it is believed the 
brothers were simply pass¬ 
ing through a difficult area 
when the slide occurred. 

“They were avid and sea¬ 
soned outdoorsmen,” he 
said. 

Three nearby skiers 
attempted to rescue the 
Glasers after watching 
helplessly as the two were 
engulfed in the 300-metre- 
wide slide, said public safe¬ 
ty specialist Mike Koppang, 
whose team arrived via hel¬ 
icopter a short time after

Pinebeette 
adding fuel 
to fire? 

Wildfire experts say the 
tiny mountain pine bee¬ 
tle is making forest fires 
more dangerous to fight 
and they warn the prob¬ 
lem will get worse in 
coming years as millions 
of diy, dead trees fall to 
the ground in Alberta 
and B.C. 

B.C. is sharing the 
hard lessons its fire crews 
have learned over the last 
decade with Alberta, 
where the beetles are 


much less well 
established, but have still 
infested an estimated 3.2 
million trees since 2006. 
The beetles have already 
destroyed 163,000 square 
kilometres of timber in 
B.C. Alberta says it is pay¬ 
ing close attention, but 
doesn’t need a specific 
pine beetle wildfire strat¬ 
egy yet because it won’t 
face such a severe threat 
for a few years. 

Last summer, some Al¬ 
berta crews were on the 
fire lines in B.C. to help 
out and gained first-hand 
experience in beetle- 
killed timber zones.

Gunfights rock Tunis 
after president flees 



O Some calm returned as stores

Tunisian authorities strug¬ 
gled to restore order in Tu¬ 
nis yesterday, arresting the 
head of the presidential 
guard and tiying to stop 
the looting, arson and gun- 
fights that have erupted 
across the capital since au¬ 
tocratic former president 
Zine El Abidine Ben Ali fled 
to Saudi Arabia on Friday. 

Tensions appeared to be 
mounting between 

Tunisians buoyant over Ben 
Ali’s departure and his loy¬ 
alists, who stand to lose 
major perks. 

More than 50 people 
were arrested yesterday on 
suspicion of using ambu¬ 
lances, rental cars and civil 
protection vehicles for 
drive-by shootings, a police 
official said. Prime Minister 
Mohammed Ghannouchi is 
working to form a national 
unity government.

Three young women died 
in a stampede at a Hungar¬ 
ian nightclub, police said 
yesterday. Five people, in¬ 
cluding the organizers of 
the event, were taken into 
custody. 

Thousands of people 
were caught up in the 
stampede late Saturday 
and the victims may have 
been trampled by the rush¬ 
ing crowd, Budapest police 
spokeswoman Katalin Fan- 
ni Horvath said. 

Police and medical in¬ 
vestigators were working 
to determine the cause of 
the deaths. Police have de¬ 
nied reports that the vic¬ 
tims were stabbed. 

“Human irresponsibility 
caused the deaths of the 
three victims,” Interior 
Minister Sandor Pinter 
told reporters late yester¬ 
day, adding that drugs had 
been detected in one of the 
young women. 

The incident occurred 
late Saturday at the West- 
Balkan nightclub in down¬ 
town Budapest.

O Rapid rural depopulation in Atlantic Canada is leading to the 
deconsecration of more churches, reverend says 


Stewart Greaser likely 
couldn’t imagine the jour¬ 
ney he would set out on 
when he decided to save a 
small wooden church in 
Nova Scotia from the 
wrecking ball. 

More than a year ago, 
the owner of a vineyard in 
a bucolic nook of the 
province put word out that 
he was looking for a build¬ 
ing to house a new wine 
shop. 

Soon after, his phone 
started ringing with peo¬ 
ple offering up buildings 
of every type if they could 
be hauled away. Other¬ 
wise, some would face 
demolition. 

What struck Greaser 
was that many were old. 
solid churches that had 
once been the centre of 
their communities, but

The reality is especially 
true in central Nova Scotia, 
where Greaser settled on a 
170-year-old Anglican 
church in Walton that was 
offered up for a dollar after 
the congregation shrank 
to fewer than 10 and was 
closed in 2008. 

After a few false starts, 
he’s hoping to load the 30- 
tonne structure onto a fer- 
ly this spring and float it 
up the Avon River to his 
winery in Avondale, nearly 
two dozen kilometres 
away.

Church 
shooter 
gets death 
sentence 


An Egyptian court yester¬ 
day convicted and 
sentenced to death a Mus¬ 
lim man for killing six 
Ghristians and a Muslim 
guard last year — the lat¬ 
est in a series of moves by 
authorities seeking to 
calm religious tensions fol¬ 
lowing a massive suicide 
bombing outside a church 
two weeks ago. 

The violence has raised 
fears of a potentially 
explosive Muslim-Ghrist- 
ian divide in this key U.S. 
ally, which is already beset 
by a widening income gap 
and frustration over gov¬ 
ernment corruption. 

Mohammed Ahmed 
Hassanein was accused of 
opening fire from an 
assault rifle, killing the 
seven victims outside a 
church in the southern 
town of Nag Hamadi. The 
attack was believed to 
have been in retaliation 
for accusations that a local 
Ghristian man raped a 
Muslim girl.

Doctors upgrade Giiiords* 
condition to ^serious* 


O Congresswoman Gabrielle Giffords recovering after being shot in the head 
O Now on a feeding tube O May know soon if she can speak, say physicians 


In yet another sign of signif¬ 
icant recoveiy during a re¬ 
markable week, the gravely 
wounded U.S. Rep. 
Gabrielle Giffords was up¬ 
graded from critical to seri¬ 
ous condition yesterday 
after a procedure to remove 
her from a ventilator was 
successful. 

Doctors have been posi¬ 
tive, and at times almost 
giddy, in describing her 
progress since she was shot 
point blank in the head Jan. 
8 . 

Giffords responded from

the moment she arrived at 
the emergency room, at 
first just squeezing a doc¬ 
tor’s hand. Then she raised 
two fingers. 

She opened her unban¬ 
daged eye shortly after Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama’s 
bedside visit Wednesday. 
Then, more milestones — 
which doctors said were all 
indicative of higher cogni¬ 
tive function — were 
achieved, all with her hus¬ 
band, astronaut Mark Kelly, 
at her side. 

Kelly asked her to give 
him a thumbs-up if she 
could hear him. She did 
more than that. She slowly 
raised her left arm. By the 
end of the week, she had 
moved her legs and arms. 

At the hospital, more 


than 100 people were gath¬ 
ered amid the sea of get- 
well balloons and cards 
when the University of Ari¬ 
zona put out a statement 
upgrading her condition. 

As night fell, candles at 
the makeshift memorial be¬ 
gan to flicker. A mariachi 
band played the The Star- 
Spangled Banner. 

Doctors decided to up¬ 
grade her condition be¬ 
cause the tracheotomy 
done a day earlier was un¬ 
eventful, hospital spokes¬ 
woman Katie Riley said. 

It is very rare for people 
with gunshot wounds to 
the head to regain all of 
their abilities, and doctors 
have cautioned that the full 
extent of Giffords’ recovery 
remains uncertain.

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Iranian executions 
on rise: Rights group 


Iranian authorities have un¬ 
leashed an “execution 
binge” with an average rate 
of one person hanged eveiy 
eight hours since the begin¬ 
ning of the year, a rights 
group monitoring the Is¬ 
lamic Republic said yester¬ 
day. 

“The Iranian Judiciaiy is 
on an execution binge or¬ 
chestrated by the intelli¬ 
gence and security 
agencies,” stated Aaron 
Rhodes, a spokesman for 
the International Campaign 
for Human Rights in Iran. 

A statement by the New 
York-based group said at 
least 47 prisoners have 
been hanged since Jan. 1, 
including a reported Kur- 


Iran's judiciary has come 
under intense international 
pressure over the case of a 
woman sentenced to death 
by stoning for adultery.

O Bank of Canada wants to resume rate hikes as soon as 
possible O Well below the rate of inflation 


The Canadian dollar could 
find lift from the Bank of 
Canada’s announcement on 
interest rates tomorrow 
while stock markets will 
take their cue this week 
from corporate America 
and fourth-quarter earn¬ 
ings. 

There is little doubt that 
the Bank of Canada will 
continue to keep its key in¬ 
terest rate unchanged at 
one per cent. But the cur¬ 
rency, which has been 
slightly above parity all dur¬ 
ing January, could find in¬ 
creased bujdng interest 
depending on what the cen¬ 
tral bank says about eco¬ 
nomic conditions and 
raising rates during 2011.

meeting, there is a ton of 
debate. I’ve never actually 


seen an 5 fthing quite like the 
spectrum of forecasts we 
have at this point,” said 
Doug Porter, deputy chief 
economist at BMO Capital 
Markets.

I love this city. But 
sometimes it is in spite of 
what it does or doesn't do.

O Controversial U.K. series won’t tame down for North American viewers

Nancy Grace: America’s 
Missing will air 50 separate 
cases on 50 weekdays at 7 
p.m. MT, following Grace’s 
regular nightly program. 

Grace said it’s often fms- 
trating on her show when a 
missing persons case is cov¬ 
ered that it often gets quickly 
shoved aside when some¬ 
thing new comes up. 

“An 5 fthing that can move a 
case forward to me would be 
worth it,” she said. “If a case 
gets solved that would be like 
a blessing from heaven.” Her 
effort starts today with the 
stoiy of 10-year-old Lindsey 
Baum, from Washington 
state, who was last seen leav¬ 
ing a friend’s house in June 
2009. 

The majority of the cases 
involve children or teenagers, 
but not all: Grace will talk 
about a 27-year-old television 
anchorwoman from Iowa 
who has been missing since 
1995, for example. Grace said 
she’s not naive enough to 
think that many, or any, of 
the missing people will be 
discovered alive through the 
attention paid on her show.

Do your furry frieuds 
have a sixth sense? 


O 72 per cent of American dog owners say their pets can feel bad weather, and 47 per cent 
claim their pets have alerted them of bad news O Scientists don’t have answers 


Lassie could always sense 
when Timmy was in trou¬ 
ble. Black Beauty knew the 
bridge was out. 

Now two-thirds of 
American pet owners say 
they can relate, saying 
their pets have a sixth 
sense about bad weather, 
and 47 per cent say the 
same about bad news, ac¬ 
cording to an Associated 
Press-Petside.com poll. 

Seventy-two per cent of 
dog owners said they’ve 
had weather warnings 
from their pets, compared 
with 66 per cent of cat 
owners. 

For bad news, 47 per

cent of dog owners and 41 
per cent of cat owners said 
they’ve been alerted by 
their pets, according to the 
poll conducted by GfiC Rop¬ 
er Public Affairs and Cor¬ 
porate Communications. 


If a friend or relative 
comes to the door. Lady, a 
four-year-old golden re¬ 
triever mix, doesn’t even 
bother to get up, said 
Stacey Jones, 50, of Stone 
Mountain, Ca. But if it’s a 
stranger, she goes on mi¬ 
nor alert, she said. 

Lady’s sixth-sense ten¬ 
dencies are veiy subtle, 
said the Atlanta university 
writer and editor. 

But 18 years ago, when 
Jones was ordered to bed 
toward the end of her 
pregnancy, her dog Silver 
“planted herself next to 
me and would not leave. 
She knew something was 


going on with the baby 
and it was her job to take 
care of the baby.” 

The reason? It’s actually 
hard to know. 

“A sixth sense is some¬ 
thing we can’t explain but 
we tend to trust. It’s a mat¬ 
ter of belief and faith,” said 
psychologist Stephanie La- 
Farge, the senior director 
of counselling services for 
the American Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. 

Scientists have suggest¬ 
ed animals sense bad 
weather because of 
changes in barometric 
pressure or other factors. 


LaFarge said, and dogs an¬ 
ticipate seizures, low 
blood sugar or other med¬ 
ical problems because of 
hormonal changes. 

But they haven’t figured 
out what alerts pets to 
earthquakes, bad news or 
other such events — or if 
it’s all just in the eyes of 
their owners. 

Kay Moore, 64, of Loma 
Linda, Calif, said she gets 
quake warnings from her 
dogs. Brie, a yellow Lab 
and great dane mix, and 
Lola, a 22-kilo basset 
hound. “They get veiy, 
very hyper,” Moore said. 
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Luck is a clear 
theme when it 
comes to those 
born under the Chi¬ 
nese Zodiac sign of 
the rabbit, says 
Elizabeth Vander- 
Ven, a specialist on 
Chinese and east¬ 
ern Asian culture.

This year, how about a Clii- 
nese New Year’s resolution 
— more stir-fiying. 

Grace Young, author of 
Stir-Frying to the Sky’s 
Edge, says this Chinese 
technique, which involves 
cooking food quickly over 
high heat in small 
amounts of oil, is healthy 
because it calls for small 
amounts of meat and fat, 
but plenty of vegetables. 

First, get a good wok or 
large skillet Young recom¬ 
mends either a flat-bottom 
carbon steel wok or stain¬ 
less-steel wok or skillet. 

Next, be sure to heat the 
pan first, then add the oil, 
then food. Adding oil to a 
cold wok and then heating 
it will cause foods to stick. 

In terms of oil. Young 
says it’s important to 
choose one with a high 
smoke point, such as 
peanut or grapeseed. 

This recipe for stir-fried 
crystal shrimp from 
Young’s book is a tasty way 
to celebrate Chinese New 
Year. The shrimp are con¬ 
sidered to represent happi¬ 
ness and laughter. 


Preparation: 

I ln a strainer, rinse 

shrimp. Sprinkle 5 ml (l 
tsp) of salt over shrimp, 
then stir shrimp in a vig¬ 
orous circular motion 
for about 1 minute. 


Ingredients: 

• 500 g (1 lb) large raw 
shrimp, peeled and 
deveined 

• 11 ml (21/4 tsp) salt, divid¬ 
ed 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) egg white, 
lightly beaten (about 1/2 
egg white) 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) plus 2 ml 
(1/2 tsp) cornstarch, divided 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) peanut or 


Rinse shrimp under cold 
water, shake out excess 
water. Sprinkle another 
5 ml (1 tsp) of salt over 
shrimp and repeat stir¬ 
ring and rinsing process. 
Set on paper towels. 
With more paper 
towels, pat dry. 

In a bowl, combine 
shrimp, egg white and 
15 ml (1 tbsp) 
cornstarch. Stir until 
cornstarch is dissolved 
and no clumps are visi¬ 
ble. Put shrimp mixture 
uncovered in the refrig¬ 
erator for 1 hour.

Soba noodles are made 
from buckwheat, and. in 
addition to having a mild 
flavour that works well 
with many ingredients, 
they also cook in just three 
to four minutes, making 
them a weeknight dinner 
dream ingredient. 

They can be served hot 
or cold with a dressing. 

Combined with a quick 
saute of pork, spinach and 
mushrooms, these noodles

You also could substi¬ 
tute chicken or beef for 
the pork, or use tofu for a 
vegetarian version.

A simple writing exercise 
can relieve students of test 
anxiety and may help 
them get better scores 
than their less anxious 
classmates, a new study 
has found. 

The report, published 
in the journal Science, 
says students who spend 
10 minutes before an ex¬ 
am writing about their 
thoughts and feelings can 
free up brainpower previ¬ 
ously occupied by testing 
worries and do their best 
work. 

“We essentially got rid 
of this relationship be¬ 
tween test anxiety and 
performance,” said Sian 
Beilock, an associate pro¬ 
fessor in psychology at the 
University of Chicago and 
co-author of the study 
with graduate student Ger¬ 
ardo Ramirez. 

Psychologists, educa¬ 
tors and parents have 
known for a long time 
that the way students per¬ 
form on a test does not 
necessarily indicate what 
knowledge they bring to 
the table. Test anxiety is 
fairly common in class¬ 
rooms, especially in the 
United States because of 
its “increasingly test-ob¬ 
sessed culture,” Beilock 
said. 

Test anxiety can lead to 
poorer grades and lower 
scores on standardized 
tests and college entrance 
exams, which can con¬ 
demn talented students to 
inferior colleges. 

The University of Chica¬ 
go researchers found that 
students who were prone 
to test anxiety improved 


their test grades by nearly 
one grade point - from a 
B-minus to a B-plus, for ex¬ 
ample - if they were given 
10 minutes before an ex¬ 
am to write about their 
feelings. 

The researchers tested 
their hypothesis with col¬ 
lege students in a lab set¬ 
ting and with high school 
students in the classroom, 
by first gauging the level 
of test anxiety and then of¬ 
fering the writing inter¬ 
vention to some students. 

The researchers believe 
worrying competes for 
computing power in the 
brain’s “working,” or 
short-term, memory. If 
working memory is fo¬ 
cused on worrying, it can’t 
help a person recall all the 
information his brain 
stored in preparation for 
the test. It also affects the 
working memoiy’s ability 
to stay focused. 

Beilock said the idea for 
the vw’iting exercise came 
from the use of writing to 
combat depression. 

Expressive writing, in 
which people write repeat¬ 
edly about a traumatic or 
emotional experience over 
several weeks or months, 
has been shown to de¬ 
crease woriying in people 
who are depressed. 

Beilock believes this re¬ 
search is applicable to ah 
kinds of performance anx¬ 
iety - from giving a speech 
to interviewing for a job. 

“There’s a lot we can do 
to change how we think 
about the pressures and 
thus how we perform,” 
she said.
